A great many years ago, before the establish. 
«ment of the Loudon, of any other missionary so. 
ciety, a very benevolent personage, who loved 
“tod and the souls of men, sent twelve missiona- 
ries to preach the gospel in heathen lands, Most 
of these men were in humble circumstances, but 
their hearts were warm with the love of Jesus, 
and deeply impressed with the importance of eter. 
nal things. But how were they to proceed ?-- 
The world befure them was lying in wickedness. 
'hev had to contend against the prevailing forms 
of idolatry and superstition in every country, and 
the true God was unknown throughout the earth. 
They knew that Satan would do his utmost to 
prevent their success, and what could a few poor 
missionaries do against so powerful an enemy 7— 
I will tell you what they»did. They depended 
vot upon their own power, or goodness, or wis- 
dom, they knew that all human means would be 
by themselves unavailing, and therefore they 
were much in prayer, and when they set out, 
asked for the prayers of those they Ich behind in 
their native land, Thus, in constant reliance on 
the assistance and protection of God, they pro- 
ceeded on their mission. They went abroad in. 
tothe earth, not all together, but in separate par- 
ties, and established in different countries diffe- 
rent missionary stations. ‘The weapons of their 
warfare were not carnal, but proved mighty 
through God, to the pulling down of strong holds.’ 
Such was their success, that they planted most 
flourishing Christian churches in countries where 
the names of God and Christ had never been 
heard; thousands owed their salvation to the 
preaching of these men, and afler their death, the 
churches they had established became very 
large, and are very many of them still in exist- 
ence, monuments of the zeal and faith of the first 
missionaries.
